The 

Orrawa, Oct. 13.—The Government 
here is in receipt of advices from 
Sitka, wbich contain the brief under- 
stood to be prepared in Washington 
and filed in the Court at Sitka by A. 
K. Delany, as counsel for the United 
States in the latter’s claim of exclusive 
dominion over Behring Sea. Delany 
takes the position that the Behring 


Sea is not a portion of the open or 
high sea, but is an inland water cut- 
off from the ocean, and essentially 
land-locked. The assertion ¢hat the 
United States upholds the idea of the 
three-mule limit in the Atiantic ocean 
poses the same idea in the Pa- 
cific, is disposed of by Delany as fol- 
lows: Concerning the doctrine of 
international law and the establishing 
of what is known as the marine league 
bell, which extends the jurisdiction of 
a nation ‘into adjacent seas for 
the distance 0 one marine 
l e (or three miles) from shore 
following all the indentations an 
summits of its coast, there is at this 
day no room for discussion, It must 
be acce as the settled law of na- 
tions. It is sustained by the highest 
law’ writers and jurists. It has bsen 
sanctioned by the United States since 
the founding of the Government. 
Well grounded as is this doctrine of 
the law of nations it is no more firmly 
established as part of the international 
code than is the principle which 
gives to a nation a supremacy of juris- 
diction to a dominioa oyer itsown in- 
land waters, guifs, bays aud seas. 

Ifa sea is entirely inuclosed by the 
territory of a nation and has no other 
communication with the ocean than 
by acbannel, of whicb that nation 
may take pus-ession, apprars that 
such a sea is no less capable of being 
occupied aud becoming property than 
the land. It ought to follow the face 
of the country that surrounds it. The 
Mediterranean in furmer times Was 
absolutely inclosed withinj the terri- 
tories of the Romans, and 
that people, by rendering them- 
selves mastere of the strait which 
joins it to the ocean, might subject the 
Mediterranean to their interests and 
assume dominion over it.

injare the rights of other nations 
in any particular, a particular sea be- 
ing manifestly designed by nature for 
the use of countries and nations that 
}surround it. Delany then makes nu- 
merous references to prove that Rus- 
sia ulways asserted that Behring Sea 
was inland water, and that the United 
States has always maintained 8- 
sion since she assumed title. The 
brief then goes on to state that the 
Russian title was based on ‘“‘discovery 
and seltiement.’’ 


Murder Will Out. 

New York, Oct. 12.—The World to- 
morfow will publisha story 12 col- 
umns in length, giving the results of 
the investigations into the robbery of 
the Dexter bank on February 22, 1878, 
and the murder of the Treasurer, J. 
W. Barron, which led to the arrest at 
Franklin, Massachusetts, to-day, of D. 
L. Stain, charged with the crime. 
The arrest was made un the confession 
of Charlies Frances Stain, son of the 


risoner. The confession is to the ef- 
ect that David Stain, Oliver Smith 
(alias Cromwell), 9 well-known crimi- 
nal, and foar other men—Andrews, 
Scoff, Thompson and Keliy—secured 
duplicate keys to the bank; that 
Stain and Cromwell entered the bank, 
belieying everybody out of it. Stain 
was in front,and going through a door, 
came face to face with Barron,Whem he 
knocked senseless with a slung-shot. 
He and Cromwell then ged and 
bound Barron, and, fearing interrup- 
tion, did not dare rifle the vault, 
though the doors stood wide open, 
merely contentipg themselves with 
taking money and bonds from the 
cash drawer. They were afterwards 
driven to Skowhegan by young Stain 
and seperated next day, after learn- 
ing of Barron’s death. From that day 
to this the guilty parties dropped out 
of sight, and the murder has been one 
the standing pelice mysteries. 


The Kouts Calamity. 
Kovuts, Ind., Oct. 12.—It is about 
settled that no one will ever know 
definitely how many persons perished 
in the Chicago and Atlantic horror, 
and the estimates continue to vary 


from 30 down to 10. One more victim 
bas been identified—a Miss Malone 
who left Chicago Monday night, and 
was en route for Ireland. 

The bodies of Dr. Perry, his wife 
and child were so reduced by the ac- 
tion of the flames that they were easily 
gotten into a box 14 feet lung by 14 
inches deep.

He is Willing te Stand a Trial on 
the Indictment for Jury Brib. 
ing Hanging Over Him—A Ga- 
zette Reporter interviews Him. 

James McCord, under indictment 
in San Francisco for jury bribing, 
passed through Reno on last even- 
ing’s overland train from Deuver. 
While eating his supper in the 
Depot Hotel a GAzEeTTE reporter 
approached him and succeeded iu 
getting the following interview, 
which was telegraphed to the Sau 
Francisco Examiner: 

You are evidently willing to face 
the music, I see Mr. McCord? 

If you mean this San Francisco 
trouble, I certainly am. I came to 
this coast when a boy and after the 
struggles of years I passed through 
l am not fleeing from any demands 
made upon me by the laws of the 


country, especially at this stage of 
the gawe. 

I believe you were expected to 
appear in Judge Sullivan’s court 
this morning? 

How could I under the circum- 
stances get there any sooner than 
to-morrow. Here isa letter [pulli- 
ing an envelope from his pocket} 
that I got obly a short time ago 
from my attorney, Mr. Preston, ad- 
vising me to hold myself in readi- 
ness any time I may be called on 
by the authorities in San Francisco 
to go there. While attendiog t) 
my business in Denver I wa: called 
to Kansas City, where I received 
this telgram [here be produced a 
message | from Mr. Preston, advis- 
ing me to come at once and telling 
me of Creighton’s flight. If I had 
wings to take me to San Fravcisco 
I would have used them for that 
purpose. As it was I took the first 
train, and here I am.

During the month of August 
we exported 18,822 cattle and 1,119 
hogs, against 13,401 cattle and 5,202 
hogs in the same time last year. 

There is a marked decrease in 
the number of cattle imported this 
year into the United States as com- 
pared with the importations of 
1886. 


The cattle interests of Arizona 
have received an impetus this year 
from the unusual amount of rains, 
which insure good grass for the 
next year. 


The exports of live stock and 
dressed meats from the port of 
Boston for the English markets 
last week were 1,099 cattle and 
,. | 2,750 quarters of beef. 


One million five hundred thous- 
and horses must be produced every 
year in order to keep up the sup- 
ply, requiring the services of at 
least 60,000 stallions. 


The best kind’ of insurance for 
live stock is to have good water 
and plenty of feed and shelter. All 
other methods ofinsuring live stock 
have proved rank failures.

Suggestions Which May be Valuable 


| for References. 

Nearly every person knows what to 
do in case of injury or sickness, but 
it often happens t under the ex- 
citement attending 
stances they become confused and 
forget all they know about it. The 
following suggestions might be pasted 
up on the inside of the closet or book- 
case door, where they could be re- 
ferred to promptly : 

For stomach cramps, ginger ale or 
a teaspoonful of the t:ncture of ginger 
in a half-glass of water in which half 
a teaspoonful of soda has been dis- 
solved. 

Swallowing saliva often relieves 
sour stomach. 

Hot, dry flannels applied as hot as 
possible for neuralgia. 

W hooping-cough paroxysms are re- 
lieved by breathing the fumes of tur- 
pentine or carbolic acid. 

For cold in the head nothing is 
better than pppoe borax sniffed 
up the nostrils. 

A strong solution of. bicarbonate of 
soda (baking soda), taken frequently 
is a reliable remedy for diarrheal 
troubles, particularly those arising 
from acidity of the stomach. 

A standing antidote for poison by 
dew, poison oak, ivy, &c., is to take 
a handful of quicklime, dissolve in 
water, let it stand half an hour, and 
then paint the poisoned parts with it. 
Three or four applications will never 
fail to cure the most aggravated cases. 

If children do not thrive on fresh 
milk it should be boiled. 

Powdered rosin is the best thing to 
stop bleeding from cuts. After the 
powder is sprinkled on wrap the 
wound with spft cotton cloth. As 
soon as the wound begins to feel 
feverish keep the cloth wet with cold 
water. 

For burns sweet oil and cotton are 
standing remedies. If they are not 
at hand, sprinkle the burned part 
with flour and wrap loosely with a 
soft cloth. Don’t remove the dress- 
ing until the inflammation subsides, 
as it will break the new skin that is 
forming. 

For nose bleeding bathe the face 
and neck with cold water. 

If an artery is severed, tie a small 
cord or handkerchief tightly above it. 

For bilious colic soda and ginger 
in hot water. It may be taken freely. 


Broken limbs should be placed in ; 


natural positions and the patient kept 
quiet until the surgeon arrives. 

Nervous spasms are usually re- 
lieved by a little salt taken into the 
mouth and allowed to dissolve. 

Hemorrhages of the lungs or stom- 
ach promptly checked by small doses 
of salt. The patient should be kept 
as quiet as possible. 

Sleeplessness caused by too much 
blood in the head may be overcome 
by applying a cloth wet with cold 
water to the back of the neck. 

For pains in the chest and stomach, 
as much Dover’s powder as will lie 
on a silver five-cent piece. 

Wind colic is promptly relieved by 
pepperment essence taken in a little 
warm water. For small children it 
may be sweetened. Paregoric is also 

ood, 
. Tickling in the throat is best re- 
lieved by a gargle of salt and water. 

Indigestion is the prolific cause of 
colics, diarrhcea, headache, constipa- 
tion and many diseases of the blad- 
der. Food that is not digested fer- 


ments and becomes powerfully acid, 


causing irritatioc: and inflammation 
wherever it touches. Many fevers 
are caused by it. Pepsin is the best 
remedy, if taken immediately after 
eating. If pepsin is not taken the 
acidity should he controlled by bi- 
carbonate of soda or potash. 

Sickness of the stomach is most 
promptly relieved by drinking a tea- 
cuptal of hot soda and water. If it 
brings the offending matter up, all 
the better. 

A teaspoonful of ground mustard in 
a@ cup of warm water is a prompt and 
reliable emetic, and should re- 
sorted to in cases of poisoning or 
cramps in the stomach from over- 
eating. 

Pains in the side are most promptly 
relieved by the application of mus- 
tard. 

Sprains and bruises call for an ap-_ 
plication of the tincture of arnica. 

Avoid purgatives and strong phy- 
sics, as they not only do no good, but 
are positively hurtful. Pills may re- 
lieve for the time, but they seldom 
cure. Stomach bitters are a snare, 
and only create a desire for stimu- 
lants. 

Eat only such thi as agree with 
ou, and not too much at atime. By 
eeding the warning of your stomach 

many doctor bills and even under- 
takers, too, may be avoided. Give 
children plenty of milk and bread, 
graham or oatmeal crackers and ; 
ripe fruit. They will not only thrive 
on this diet, but keep healthy. 

In every house there should be a 
little nook in which a few, simple 
remedies are kept. Am m 
should be extract of ginger, Dover’s 
powder, peppermint, chlorate of 
potash, bicarbonate of soda, sweet 
oil, paregoric, camphor, arnica, a 
bottle of pure whisky, cotton, old 
muslin for bandages, sticking plaster, 
n box of ground mustard some 
ready-made mustard plasters. Al- 
ways strike a light when toe to 
get any of these in the dark and be 
sure you have the right one.

Chloride of zinc, so much used in 
soldering iron, has, besides its corro- 
sive qualities, the drawback of being 
unwholesome when used for solder- 
ing the iron tins employed to can 
fruit, vegetables, and other food. A 
new soldering mixture has been 
found which is free from these de- 
fects. It is made by mixing one 
pound of lactic acid with one pound 
of glycerine and eight pounds of 
water. 

The consumption of steel rails is 
enormous. But the production is 
now far ahead of the consuming 
power of the world. In 1882 there 
were about 247,529 miles of railroad 
in the world. About half the length 
was in the United States. Itis now 
estimated that, including side-tracks 
there are not less than 325,000 miler 
of railroad in the world. These have 
required not less than 35,000,000 tons 
of metal. 


Liquid Gunpowder. 


One of the greatest difficulties en- 
countered in the manufacture of gun- 
powder is the intimate admixture of 
the constituent parts, the combustion 
of which produces the explosion. 
Mr. Nordenfelt has advanced a very 
ingenious and novel idea, for which 
he has applied for letters patent. He 
purposes, instead of grinding together 
the primary substances, sulphur, 
charcoal, and saltpeter, in their solid 
state, to employ the following process 
instead: Sulphur in the proper pro- 
portion, is put in solution as sulphate 
of carbon; this is mixed with car- 
bonaceous matter, which in this case 
is not charcoal, but cotton or cellu- 
lose fiber, ground to an impalpable 
powder. Finally, a saturated solu- 
tion of saltpeter is added to this mixt- 
ure in e required proportion. 
There remains now nothing to be 
done except to evaporate under dis- 
turbed crystallization, or, in vacua, 
to obtain a powder the elements of 
which, according to the statements 
of the inventor, are thoroughly 
mixed, and therefore in condition to 
furnish the maximum useful effect. 
Almost a liquid gunpowder is thus 
obtained.
